l*m 305 ahead of 502 because the problem on 302 is connected with others. 

on 303 the number itself was reduced with the copy amd was in place when the reduction 
was made on the copy. The page number should be about 7/8" lower than it is. Compare this 
blue with those uext to it and you’ll ooe. It can go this way but it will look - 

page number will be too far up fro® the bottom amd too email to read. Also, plemee check 
the negative itself against tlie copy. I know the copy was a poor xerox. This is a CIA 
document and they specialise in that. However* if what is missing on the blue in the 
right margin in not missing from th* copy this s*gativ* should be reshot. The same reduction 
will give enough space. I’m sure. There is about a half-iach more to Jh.averagepage and 
because this is a right-hand one the copy can extend pari the normal half-ihch margin.!! 
the original copy is this way of course you can t do anything. If you have to tyP« •* 
mew number 3U3 don’t worry if the face is different. But your art dept should be able to 
re ove and replace this one. 

The major problem beglnnn with the first paragraph on page 302. This is in what the 
art department lost. At the least and perhaps all th* correction is the removal of the 
last sentence in this paragraph. I’ve indicted, this on th* blues. This means remaking 
the pages begiaaiagh here, n shift of aboutTtt? lines up on th# balance of this page, 
on 304 and on 305. 303 is a facsimile. 



On 305 n corrected paragraph is duplicated. An my mark on th* blues indicates it is 
the 4th full paragraph that should eaten out. This means that 8 more lines are picked 
up at th* bottom of this page from th# top of >06 and thus to the sad. If your art dept, 
finch what is missing I’m sure this will show. I can toll because w# got a batch of bad 
ribboaa and had no time to await their replacement.

How«ver, it has helped aa ia redding these bluoa. From this X have spotted two more 
alight errors that are corrected oa the Biasing aew copy. If they caaaot be aada it ia 
aot serious. If they caa it will be better. These are indicated oa the blues 

oa page 30 H, liae 6, the fourth word from the ead la "than" rather t han "the." Ia 
the first word is the last liae of this p*iragraph L believe I corrected the n Bjl n ia 
"these. ” Not importaat if you do aot find the copy. 

Washington' a suggestion, which may Viave beea yours, is that you wkt* these correctMas 
aad the* aead them to me. I'd ap.r^ciate a duplicate of them so I can thea correct the 
cards of the iiujLaj that will be at least the last two pages. We will them provide the 
two pages that Hmiaaiag, as ay letter of 10/22 says. It v.ould be better to have a 
aecoad set beginniag with page 302 for comparison with the cards, otherwise these is 
increased possibility of our making errors. Once ws have these pages corrected the 
sending of these two f in al ones should be no more than an overnight job. They should 
go back to you in th» next day's mail. Dntil thi» in typed, however, w«, do aot know if 
" may hav*. to uss .auiu-u of the blank spec® there will be at the bottom of 310 ifhea the 
lifting is completed begin, lag on p. 302.
